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GENERAL “HAN COCK AND GOVERNOR 
PEASE. 
ENERAL Hancocr’s letter to Governor PEASE 
is, in many respects, a noble production. We 
do not know what the General’s views may be with 
regard to the great political question whether our 
Government is a compact of many sovereign States, 
or a nation in itself. We probably differ from him 
on this question, as on its great and momentous 
corollary, namely, the legal status of any State 
that severs its relations with the Union. But the 
words of General Hancock regarding the political 
and loyal condition of the people of ‘he South are 
an entirely different matter; and we find in them 
much that deserves unqualified praise. As we 
understand the letter, General, Hancock informs 
Governor Pease that the people of the Fifth Mili- 
tary District are not outcasts, not outlaws. They 
have a body of laws that governs them; they are 
not, or should not be, dependent on military courts 
for justice in unmilitary affairs; they are entitled 
to a civil government. 

Failing to recall Governor PEAsE’s own letter, 
we must depend on General Hancock’s summaries 
of its purport. And, judging from these, Governor 
Pease seems to be making a kind of general pro- 
test against admitting the existence of laws in 
Texas, except as iie military commander may will 
them into existence; and a general protest, too, 
against the recognition of a civil government there. 
Governor PEASE’s position is peculiar. He himself 
is the head of the civil government which he pre- 
tends not to exist. Had Governor Pease declared 
that there was a civil government, but no State 
government, in Texas, that is a proposition that 
General Hancock would not, or at least could not, 
successfully, dispute—a question, at all events, 
with whose settlement he has nothing officially 
to do—the reconstruction acts of Congress having 
already settled the point. But when it comes 
to denying the existence of any local govern- 
ment in the South other than that furnished by 
the bayonets of our Army, General Hancock has 
the right to protest. 

Governor PEASE, according toGeneral Hancock, 
seems to think no local laws now exist; and the 
latter very properly says: ‘‘Annul this code of 
local laws, and there would be no longer any 
rights, either of persons or property, here. Abol- 
ish the local civil tribunals made to execute them, 
and you would virtually annul the laws, except in 
reference to the very few cases cognizable in the 


Federal courts.” Governor Pzase’s doctrine, if 


carried out, would practically lead to the conclu- 
sion that, except for the military commander, the 
people of Texas might be robbed, assaulted, mur- 
dered, with impunity. If there are no laws, there 
can be no offences. If there are offences, then 
there must be laws against which the offence is

committed; and these laws may be administered, 


and should be administered, whether there is a 


military commander in the district or not. They

Are there no local 


General Hancocr’s defence of the right of the 
people of Texas to have their body of local laws 
administered by local tribunals is, we repeat, a 
noble and praiseworthy one. We do not subscribe, 
probably, to all that officer’s political tenets, as he, 
doubtless, could not agree with ours. We think, 
too, that some of the historic references, as, for in- 
stance, to the case of Lord CHaTHAmM and the Pan- 
dects, do not apply, from essential differences in the 
position of affairs at the present time. But the gen- 
eral tone of the letter is favorable to law, order, 
and the administration of justice. Whether any 
particular statute is bad, or any particular judicial 
officer is unfit for his post, is a totally different 
question. 


In taking up the last number of the Revue Mari- 
time et Coloniale, we were astonished to find an 
article on the “American Marine,” containing 
some facts, figures, ana drawings that have hitherto 
been inaccessible even to our own officers. These 
relate not only to ships now in service, but to those 
which are only on the stocks, and the details of 
which could only be procured by examination of 
papers and plans not usually offered to public in- 
spection. 

For example, we find full particulars of the prin- 
cipal dimensions of the Kalamazoo, Quinsigamond, 
Shakamaxon, and Passaconaway ; and, as we have 
had difficulty in obtaining them ourselves, we can 
do no better service, perhaps, to our readers than 
to transfer them to our columns:

Bearing in mind that the métre is 1.093633 yard, 
the calculation thence is easy. Three pages of 
minute details of model, armor, and artillery fol- 
low; and, what is still more remarkable, the full 
lines and working models of the new monitors 
are given in the plates connected with the article. 
These latter, especially, have been hitherto beyond 
access by most of our own engineers. 

The article in question, which is written by an 
assistant-engineer in the French Navy, and con- 
tains forty closely-condensed pages of facts and 
figures regarding our own Navy, is accompanied 
by no less than forty-two elaborate drawings. We 
have always, it must be owned, been very generous 
in the display of the details of our naval strength 
and military strength to anybody who might choose 
to look. Nay, if we could get attention in no 
other way, we sent our war implements across the 
ocean for inspection. 

It is true that it is difficult to keep secret any 
scientific device relating to warfare ; but, at least, 
those points which are communicated to foreign 
officers should also be given to such Americans 
as are competent to understand and make use of 
them.

Ir seems that the discussion of the uniform ques- 
tion, on which we are, from time to time, favored 
with the views of our various correspondents, is 
not wholly confined to the Army, but is also a 
fruitful source of trouble to American diplomats 
abroad. Mr. CHar_es Francis ADAMS was recently 
compelled to absent himself from a devée held by 
Queen VictoriA, because a law of Congress pre- 
vented him from presenting himself at court in 
small clothes, and begirt with a sword, as was re- 
quired by the royal master of ceremonies. If Mr. 
Apams had been lucky enough to hold a commission 
in the Volunteer force during the last war, the case 
would have been different, as he could then have 
decked himself in his “war paint,” and buckled 
his trusty sabre to his thigh, in which array he 
would have passed muster. Under the provision 
of an act of Congress allowing ex-officers of volun- 
teers to wear their uniforms on occasions of cere- 
monies, Mr. Drx and Mr. Cray appear at the 
courts to which they are accredited in their uni- 
forms as Major-Generals. So, also, We are in- 
formed that Mr. Sanford, our Minister to Belgium, 
appears in the uniform of a colonel, as he once had 
the honor of commanding a regiment of citizen 
soldiery. 

Our representatives abroad are, verily, in an 
unpleasant predicament, if they are fond of at- 
tending court receptions, inasmuch as they are 
prevented by law from appearing in the dress 
which is the sine gua non of their admission to the 
presence of royalty. As military men can all 
appear in uniform, and thus avoid the trouble in 
which their more peaceful brethren are involved, 
we would suggest that such of our diplomats as 
are not already generals or colonels at once take 
measures for obtaining some such rank. The 
State of New York, not long since, brevetted a citi- 
zen, without a war record, to the rank of Major- 
General, and we see no reason why it should not 
do so again. If, however, it is found difficult to 
obtain this honor, there are many vacancies in staff 
positions in that State and elsewhere which can, no 
doubt, be readily obtained, and will give a right to 
wear the blue cloth and brass buttons, which are, 
under the circumstances, the “open sesame” 
necessary to unbar to our republican representa- 
tives the portals of royalty. 








Tue Senate has confirmed the nomination of 
Commodore JoserH LAanMAN to be Rear-Admiral 
on the active list of the Navy, to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of Rear-Admiral Patmer. 
The President made this nomination last Decem- 
ber, when the vacancy occurred, but, by some acci- 
dent, the paper containing a notification of the fact 
was mislaid at the White House, and did not reach 
the Senate. As soon as the oversight was discov- 
ered, the nomination was sent in, and was at once 
favorably acted upon.

MaJsor-GENERAL Hancock, commanding the Fifth 
Military District, on the 24th of February addressed a 
letter to Major-General 0. O. Howard, Commissioner of 
the Bureau of Refugees, etc., from which we make the 
following extracts: 

My intention is to confine the agents of the bureau 
within their legitimate authority, so far as my power as 
district commander extends; further than that it is not 
my intention or desire to interfere with the Freedmen’s 
Bureau. I can say, however, that had the district com- 
mander a superior control over the freedmen’s affairs in 
the distfict the bureau would be as useful, and would 
work more harmoniously and be more in favor with the 
people. At present there is a clashing of authority. I 
- ply mention the facts, without desiring amy such con- 
tro. 


The reconstruction acts charge district commanders 
with the duty of protecting all persons in their rights of 
persons and property ; and to this end authorizes them 
to allow local civil tribunals to take jurisdiction of, and 
try offenders ; or, if in their opinion necessary, to organ- 
ize a military commission or tribunals for that purpose. 

They aré thus givén control over all criminal proceed- 
ings for violation of the statute laws of the States, and 
for such other offences as are not by law made triable by 
the United States Courts. The reconstruction acts ex- 
empt no class of persons from their operation, and the 
duty of protecting al/ persons in their rights of person- 
and property, of necessity invests district commanders 
with contro] over the agents of the bureau, to the extent 
of, at least, enabling them to restrain these agents from 
any interference with, or disregard of, their prerogatives 
as district commanders. 

The district commanders are made responsible for the 

reservation of and the enforcement of the local 
aws within their districts; and they are the ones re- 
quired to designate the tribunals before which those 
who break the peace and violate these laws shall be 


Such being the fact, many of the agents of the bureau 
seem not to be aware of it. In Texas some are yet hold- 
ing courts, trying cases, ooing fines, taking fees for 
services, and arresting citizens for offences over which 
the bureau is not intended by law to have jurisdiction. 

General Reynolds is aware of some of these cases, and 
is, as I have already mentioned, giving his attention to 
them. 

In Louisiana this state of affairs exists to a less extent, 
if at all.

THE INFANTRY SCHOOLS OF THE GENERAL 
RECRUITING SERVICE. 

THE want of a school of general and tactical instruc- 
tion for the education of enlisted men, to fit them forthe 
position of non-commissioned officers, and if otherwise 
qualified, to enable them under existing regulations to 
avail themselves of the opportunities offered for advance- 
ment toa brevet second lieutenancy, has for some time 
been felt. The artillery school at Fortress Monroe, 
being confined to that arm of the service, deals only 
with those who are specially attached to it. 

To afford advantages of somewhat similar character 
to the Infautry branch of the service, Brevet Major- 
General Daniel Butterfield, colonel Fifth Infantry and 
superintendent general recruiting service of the Army, 
with the approval of the adjutant- general, some 
time since established infantry schools at the principal 
depots, Fort Columbus and Fort Wood ; and it is pur- 
posed to establish another at the general recruiting depot 
of Newport Barracks, Kentucky. 

A large proportion of the rank and file of the Army 
being originally enlisted for the general service, and 
afterwards assigned to regiments by the general super- 
intendent under general instructions from Army head- 
quarters, the advantage of sending with detachments 
assigned to regiments, the requisite lance non-commis- 
sioned officers who have endeavored to prepare them- 
selves for the position, and found qualified atter carefai 
examination by a Board of examiners, needs no com- 
ment. 

This plan of instruction offers an incentive to general 
service recruits to raise themselves by study and atten- 
tion to duty, while at the same time is a guarantee 
the regimental and company commander to which tlie 
soldier is <= untually assigned, that he is a proper person 
to appoint to the first non-commissioned vacancy, as well 
as one on whom reliance can be placed. 

The course of instruction is conducted at both Fort 
Columbus and Fort Wood under commissioned officers 
specially detailed as instructors. 

Lar ome schools are placed under competent non-com- 
missi orficers where the soldier is instructed in 
reading, writing, spelling, arithmetic as far as fractions, 
primary geography, history of the United States, and 
oes of the soldier according to the prescribed infantry 
tactics. 

If found qualified, he can then enter the advance school 
established at Governor’s Island, in which instruction is 
completed in arithmetic and general geography, and 
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history, elementary astronomy, readings on military 

law and readings with practical instruction in simple 

pe works, and engineering, outpost, patrol, and guard 
uty. 

Tactics through the school of the company and bat. 
talion, to include instruction and practice in teaching 
drilling and training the squad and company ; the man. 
ner of giving commands, etc. ; customs’ of the service ; 
military ceremonies; selections from the regulations 
and the articles of war ; the preparation of requisitions, 
returns, reperts, etc. ; correspondence, the number and 
kind of books k at company and regimental head. 
quarters ; the method and order of keeping them and of 
filing correspondence ; the duties of non-commissioned 
officers, the stated calls, etc. ; signal duty and bayonet 
exercise. 

The term in the primary schools is to be three months, 
and no soldier is to remain over two terms in either 
class, or to be admitted or retained in the advanced school, 
except he have a good moral character and be perfected 
in drill, carriage and soldierly bearing. 

Examinations to be held at stated times by the Board 
of Examiners consisting of the general superintendent 
recruiting service, the commanding officer at Fort Co. 
lumbus, and the thrée senior officers on duty at the 
general service depots. 

Certificates are given to each soldier who has passed 
the Board, showing his proficiency and standing. 

Such as attain a general average of 850 in the subjects 
examined, in an average of 1,000, are appointed lance 
sergeants and placed on duty with the recruit companies 
and detachments. 

If the general average of the soldier on examination 
is above half of the maximum, he is appointed a lance 


corporal. 

A Board of Examiners, convened by orders from 
Headquarters General Recruiting Service U.S. Army, 
has recently been in session at Fort Columbus, New 
York Harbor, to examine a class of fifty selected recruits 
applying for examination and appointment as lance non. 
are offcers, and recommended for examina. 
tion. 

The Board consists of Brévet Major-General Daniel 
Butterfield, colonel Fifth Infantry ; Brevet Brigadier- 
General H. D. Wallen, lieutenant-colonel Fourteenth 
Infantry ; Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel H. B. Bristol, cap- 
tain Fifth Infantry ; and Lieutenant Asa B. Gardner, 
Ninth Infantry, recorder. 

After the examination, which was very thorough and 
occupied several days, thirteen were found qualified for 
the position of sergeants and twenty-two for the position 
of corpurals, who were accordingly so appointed.

With hardly an exception, it was ascertained on inqui- 
y by the Board that these soldiers had served, prior to 
their present enlistments, either in the Volunteer forces 
during the late war or in the Regular Army. 

It is believed that these schools, as instituted by Gen- 
eral Butterfield, will result in- giving to the service a 
class of non-commissioned officers thoroughly qualified for 
their position, and noticeable, as well for sobriety and 
correct military deportment, as for attention to duty. 

The good effects of the plan are already observable in 
the desire of enlisted men at the general depots to so 
learn their military duties, and at the same time perform 
them, as to enable them, in addition thereto, to receive 
the benefits of the school, which is open only to those 
who have deserved admission.

Between their main lines were other, but more 
temporary posts, moved and shifted to suit the changing 
wants of local settlements: until, in this way, army 
reminiscences embrace every stream, every lake, every 
trail, and the embryo of many of the towns and cities 
of the now populous and wealthy country extending 
from Ohio to the Western border of Kansas. So like 
wise upon the Southern frontier, lines of posts swept 
around from the Savannah to the Mississippi, and 
arded the opening plantations of those regions. 

The war with Mexico placed in our possession New 
Mexico and Texas, and a new line was established ex- 
tending from Pembina on the Red River of the North, 
tia Laramie, to the mouth of the Rio Grande. The dis- 
covery of gold in California, and the alluring offer made 
by the Government of gratuitous homesteads in the salu- 
brious valleys of Oregon, opened a new frontier, which, 
advancing from the westward, soon joined hands with 
that from the coast, and marked with numerous lines 
of emigration and travel, the immense expanse of plain 
and mountains from the Missouri to the shores of the 
Pacific. Along and between these lines, remote and 
difficult, are the posts of the present day ; endeavoring 
with paucity of numbers to give protection to the way- 
worn traveller and the adventurous pioneer, led to these 
forlorn regions by that marvellous spirit of restless en- 
terprise which is such a marked characteristic of the 
American people. And thus our little army is scattered, 
by counpany and by detachment, occupying posts from 
ocean to ocean; until our national flag, catching the 
morning breeze, as it is unfurled from the ramparts of 
our fortress on the Atlantic coast, accompanying the 
rising sun, and marking the longitude westward, dots 
the entire breadth of the continent with the numerous 
positions occupied by our troops. 

But returning to the period of the narrative. The 
embryonate military establishment of 1790 was scarcely 
organized before it was sent into active service against 
the Indians: who, claiming the Ohio River as their 
southern boundary, were using their savage methods 
of expelling all settlements from the territory north of 
it. In this year—1790—an expedition under General 
Harman, consisting of two hundred and thirty Ken- 
tucky militia, and one hundred Regular troops, scouted 
the valley of the Scioto, preparatory to a more formi- 
dable expedition, under the same officer, which set out 
in the Fall of the same year from Fort Washington— 
now Cincinnati—intending to chastise the tribes in the 
Miami valley. This latter expedition consisted of 320 
Regulars—including one company of artillery, with three 
guns—and 1,133 militia from Kentucky and Pennsy} 
vania. The militia were an unorganized band, poorly 
clad, miserably armed, without discipline, entertaining 
such an aversion to the Regulars that efficient co-oper- 
ation was out of the question. Upon arriving at the 
villages of the Indians they found them deserted, and 
without difficulty destroyed them, together with great 
quantities of corn—the Winter supply of the tribes. 
Farther advance was rendered impossible by the logs of 
their pack animals, which the Indians—surrounding 
them upon every side—stole ad libitum. While the 
work of destruction was going on among the villages, 
a detachment of 300 militia and 24 Regulars, under 
Colonel Hardin, were sent out to scour the forests in the 
vicinity. Observing no precautionary measures against 
surprise, they fell into an ambuscade, when the militia 
all precipitately fled, except nine, who, joining them- 
selves to the 24 Regulars under Lieutenant Armstrong, 
made a heroic defence untii they were overpowered and 
all Massacred, except the lieutenant, who escaped by 
crawling under the bushes into a swamp. The expe 
dition now started on its return ; but Colonel Hardin— 
impatient under the chagrin of his recent exploit— 
after much persuasion, obtained permission again to try 

skill as a commander ; and with a force somewhat 
gteater than the former, returned during the night to 
the destroyed villages, intending to surprise the Indians 
whom, it was supposed, would return, thus endeavor- 
ing to balance his account with them by adopting their 
Owncourse. His plans for this, however, were little 
regarded by his motley bands, and a repetition of his 
former exploit was the result. The whole expedition 
then hastened to return, in a most pitiable condition, to 
Fort Washington. 

The defeat of Harman flushed the Indians with sav- 
age exultation, which they exhibited by more daring 
excursions upon the settlements. This led to am in- 


Creare of the Regular force by the addition of another 
regiment of infantry of 912 men ; end by the same Act 
88 authorized the appointment of one major and 
_ brigadier-general, together with a limited num- 
t of staff officers in the supply department. The Act 
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authorized the President to call into service, for a limited 
period, levies of volunteers. St. Clair, an old officer of 
the Revolution and favorite with Washington, was ap- 
pointed major-general, and at once set about making 
preparation for a campaign, and to establish the line of 
8—before mentioned—from Lake Erie to the Ohio 
iver. While these preparations were in progress, two 
desultory expeditions—one under General Ch +s. Scott, 
of Kentucky, and the other under Colonel Wilkinson, 
of the Regular Infantry—were made against the Wa- 

“sh Indians, Neither of these expeditions effected 
much, beyond gaining a more perfect knowledge of the 
country and of the haunts of the savages. 

After many perplexing delays, arising from imperfect 
communications and lack of experience in public agents, 
the Army, under St. Clair, marched, September 17, 
1791, from Fort Washington. It numbered 2,300 men, 
of whom about 600 only were Regulars, and of these 
many were raw recruits. All were poorly armed and 
equipped, and were supplied with ammunition defective 
both in quality and quantity. The artillery—under 
a Ferguson— consisted of nine old-fashioned pieces, 
and was intended principally for the stockade works to 
be erected under his supervision. The Quartermaster- 
General, Hodgdon, upon whose efficiency so much de- 
pended, was totally unqualified, and from this source 
arose delays and deficiencies. The commissariat—not 
then under military control—was in the hands of specu- 
lating contractors, who, like those of the present day, 
consulted only their own interests, regardless of the 
consequences of their failure to supply. Under all of 
these disadvantages, the army persevered in its labo- 
rious march, cutting its way through dense forests, and 
by the last of September had established two of the 
posts and reached the headwaters of the Wabash. Here, 
owing to the want of punctuality of contractors, pro- 
visions became scarce, and, in consequence, the volun- 
teers grew refractory. Sixty of them left in one body, 
and, retracing their steps, threatened to plunder the 
provision train, then coming up at some distance in rear. 
To prevent this the First Infantry, consisting of about 
300 men—really the only disciplined troops of the whole 
—were sent to protect and hasten up the train. This 
regiment did not rejoin the main body until after the 
defeat and disasters which soon took place: disasters 
which, doubtless, would not have occurred had this force 
been present. The various detachments had now reduced 
the main force to about 1,500. On the morning of the 
4th of October, just before daybreak, the Indians made 
a sudden attack upon the camp of this force, and soon 
the whole were thrown into the utmost confusion. Their 
being surrounded upon all sides prevented a general 
flight, which would otherwise have resulted. This com- 
plete surprise was owing to the neglect of the second in 
command, General Butler, who, jealous and captious 
toward St. Clair—then old and gouty—failed to report 
to him the result of reconnoisances made the evening 
before. The battle continued four hours, during which 
Colonel Darke, with the Second regiment of Regular 
Infantry, made repeated efforts to drive back the savages 
and thus open a way of retreat. Every officer of the 
regiment fell, except three. The four pieces of artillery 
were well served, but the principal efforts of the Indians 
being made inst these, Major Ferguson, with all of 
his officers salfsecat of the cannoneers, were shot down at 
their guns, and the guns finally fell into the hands of the 
enemy. About one-half of the army had now fallen. The 
remainder began their retreat, which soon became a rout, 
and many others fell into the hands of the savages. 
Everything was abandoned, the men threw away their 
arms to quicken their speed, and to escape from the re 
volting cruelties of the savages. The rout continued 
thirty miles to Fort Jefferson, one of the posts estab- 
lished in the rear, which was reached about dark. A 

rrison, with supplies, was left at this post, as also at 

ort Hamilton, still further to the rear ; after which the 
discomfitted and dejected remainder returned to Fort 
Washington ; and thus this campaign, from which so 
much had been expected, ended in disappointment to 
the Government, gave assurance to the savages, and 
brought sorrow and trembling dismay to the bosoms of 
the frontier settlements. 
The Indians, emboldened by their victories over Har- 
man and St. Clair, threatened to make good their 
claims to all the country north-west of the Ohio, by 
sweeping from it, with furious atrocities, all white set- 
tlements. Congress, convinced of the inadequacy of 
the present means to prevent this, an Act author- 
izing three additional regiments of infantry—one of 
which was to be mounted—and one squadron of light 
dragoons, all of which were to be disbanded at the con- 
clusion of hostilities with the Indians—a period which 
has never yet arrived, and probably will not so long as 
there remains in the fortresses of the Rocky Mountains 
a cavern so secluded as to shelter the smallest band of 
these wild freebooters. Peace commissioners may, with 
imposing ceremony, hatch up treaties of peace, and with 
presents of blankets, and trinkets,'and plenty of muck- 
a-muck may induce the red-skin to behave during the 
Winter in as exemplary a manner as the most sentimen- 
tal admirer of “the poor Indian” could desire ; but the 
warmth of Spring will bring out his natural propensi- 
ties, as surely as it brings forth grass upon the plains, 
and the laws meum et tuum will be little respected when 
he is allured by such tempting morsels as the emi- 
grant’s horse, or the mule of the frontiersman. Nor 
are rights of the Indian respected by that class of whites 
who continually thrust themselves in his way. This 
peculiar class, known only to’ the frontier, like scouts of 
an army, always keeping ahead of, and beyond civili- 
zation, have none of that romantic appreciation of the 
Indian’s nobleness pictured by Cooper, and sung b 
Lengfellow. They only see in him a cunning, cruel, 
filthy animal ; embodying all the evils of humanity, 
without the semblance of one of its virtues. Strange to 
say there are but few, with the same opportunities of 
observation, who come to a different conclusion. Be- 
tween the Indian and this class exists an irrepressible

the difficulties with the aborigines that we do, neither 
did the French, nor the Russians. A reason for this great 
difference must existsomewhere. Between these powers 
and Indian tribes treaties are unknown, Co uently 
the savages are not encouraged to hostilities by the 
hopes of thrifty bargains in a species of black mail. 
Nor do they see the large annuities- promised them by 
Government dwindled down to a few worthless trinkets 
by passing through the hands of a numerous class of 
agents. Instead of dealing with such a class—which / 
the Indians fully understand and appreciate—all their 
official intercourse is through the military, whom they 
respect. A change of system in the management of 
our Indian affairs might work a reform. It certainly 
could not make matters worse. ASTORIA.

THE Charleston Courier narrates the following inci- 
dent, among other sketches of life in Charleston, in the 
olden time. Toward the conclusion of the siege of 
Charleston by the British, believing that the fare of the 
garrison was indifferent and scanty, a thirteen-inch shell 
was thrown from their lines, which passed immediately 
over the Horn Work, manned by a detachment of the 
Ancient Battalion of Artillery of Charleston, and fell 
into a morass immediately in the rear, without. ex- 
ploding. An officer of the Ancient Battalion saw the 
missile, and after some minutes approached ‘it, when 
he discovered a folded paper attached to it, directed 
“to the Yankee officers at Charleston.” The contents 
of the paper expressed a wish “that in their known 
state of starvation, they would accept from a com- 
passionate enemy, a supply of the necessaries they most 
delighted in.” It is almost needless to say the shell 
was filled with rice and molasses. The gallant garrison 
immediately resolved to return the compliment.. A 
shell was filled with lard and brimstone, and thrown 
into the British works. Accompanying the shell was a 
note expressing the thanks of the garrison, and begging 
that “the articles returned by a considerate enemy 
might be appropriated to the use of the Scotch gentle- 
men in the camp, to whom, as they were always of con- 
sequence, they might now prove, peculiarly acceptable.” 
After the siege it was ascertaiped that the note was -re-. 
ceived, but not with the good humor that might have 
been expected.

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ENGLISH SOLDIERS. 


Tae Paris correspondent of the London Times, ina 
recent letter alludes to an article which has appeared in 
the Moniteur du Soir which he thinks does injustice to 
the British army. His letter contains much which will 
interest our soldiers and we here reprint the greater por- 
tion of it. The writer alluded to in the extract is author 
of the article in the French paper above mentioned. 


The English t do not bivouac—at any rate, they 
never lie down in open air, except in case of absolute 
necessity ; and, on the other hand, to avoid overloading 
the soldier, he carries no blankets or rugs, and no tent. 
The result is that the columns are followed by wagons, 
or mules laden with large tents for the whole of the 
army, which is the primary cause of the length of the 
convoys. The care of the baggage animals requires the 
organization of a distinct corps, or of auxiliary civil con- 
ductors, who do not a on the field in action. The 
men and animals employed in the transport of baggage 
feed abundantly, and the provisions have to be augment- 
ed accordingly. But there is one very curious fact which 
gives a idea of the national character of the English- 
man—a soldier would blush at the thought of washing 
his own linen, of mending it, or of taking care of his neces- 
saries. This invincible repugnance necessitates the per- 
mitting soldiers to marry, and when they are about to 
enter into campaign a pretty considerable number of wo- 
men are allowed to follow their husbands. They are 
chosen by lot, and those whom chance has favored receive 
a fixed pay, and become washerwomen and seamstresses 
to the arnay. They are tothe French canteen women 
in the proportion of 100 to 1; but they bear no resem- 
blance whatever to them. The French vivandiére is, in 
point of fact, a soldier in petticoats, who serves out the eau- 
de-vie to her comrades, and who also fights occasionally. 
The French cantiniéres count in line, and there have been 
more than one who have taken their turn of the musket. 
Assuredly the wives of the English soldiers would fight 
bravely ; but habit, general opinion, and something im- 

ble,to explain, prevents them from taking any part 
n the fighting. Thisis another cause of the number of 
useless mouths in the English army. Then they have 
their children and their relations. This necessity for 
the English generals to enter on campaign with lar, 
convoys, is a sufficient answer to the charge unjustly 
made against them of never knowing how to get rid of 
the i i , and which those only bring forward 
who do not know the wants or the character of the 
Britisharmy. An English general must observe extreme 
— ; and must not move forward without securing 

is rear, and protecting his convoys. As he has a 
crowd of non-combatants he cannot establish hit- 
self anywhere but in excellent positions, difficult to 
turn; otherwise, a handful of men would suffice to throw 
his immense convoys into complete disorder. It must be 
admitted that with this system he moves on surely, 
though slowly; nothing is left to chance, and disasters 
are of rare occurrence. 

One peculiar feature in the English soldier’s habits is 
worthy of note, though in this and other respects changes 
have made since the Crimean War. The English 
soldier lives too much apart, and he does not like to min- 
gle his interests, his fatigues, or his pleasures with those 
of his neighbor. This does not arise from selfishness. 
Nobody in the world is more generous than the English 
soldier—his hand is ever open. It is rather a question 
of reserve, asort of jealous independence, the fear of being 
_ out of his way or of putting others out of their way. 

ut the consequence is that the inner life of an English 
infantry soldier in active service is as different as can be 
conceived from that of a Frenchman. In the French 
army, the soldiers live in little groups or families of ten 
or twelve, who share in common their fatigues and pri- 
vations, and share also in the windfalls ; help and pro- 
tect each other mutually. That companionship gives to 
French regiments a moral cohesion, which constitutes an 
enormous force; an esprit de corps is generated by fra. 
ternity, and it is one of the most powerful levers that 
can be brought to bear in the hour of battle. In the 
English regiments each man lives separately. He gets 

hts his fire himself, prepares his meal in 
a little kettle belonging to himself, and burns uselessly 
the rest of his firewood. His neighbor would deem it 
beneath him to make use of this fuel, and would feel 
affronted if it were offered him. The baggage train gets 
stuck in the mud, but that is the affair of the men in 
charge of it. 

The writer gives the “ physiology” of the divers types 
in the British army ; the English, properly so-called, the 
Irish, and the Scotch. He — : 

“The Englishman, properly so-called, has but little 
taste for the profession of arms ; but he soon gets into the 
habit ; and for the Englishman, above all others, habit 
soon becomes a second nature. Once drilled and instruct- 
ed, he does admirably whatever he does. He marches 

with perfect regularity, almost likean automaton; and 
he manceuvres with wonderful precision. Asa marks- 
man he is astonishing—true, powder is abundantly su 
plied to him for practice. He obeys with remarkable 
ey ; he is actually nailed to the post where he 
put ; he never stirs from it. With respect to intrepid- 
ity—that is, the courage of remaining stationary, he is 
one of the finest military types, and of him it may be 
said that if the field of battle were swallowed up before 
him, he would still stand unmoved on the ruins. But he 
has, too, the defects of his qualities. He is somewhat 
slow on the offensive. He requires to be commanded 
and directed. He has no sudden inspiration under fire. 
He anegd) g apr orders, which he will execute punc- 
tually. He is somewhat of a grumbler, which by the 
way, is no great fault. He is not expansive, yet he is 
more noisy and b than one would suppose. Ina 
word he is a solid combatant, and one of the good soldiers 
of E , though it is not his vocation that has brought 
him under the colors.” 
So much for the Englishman. Now for the Irish- 


man : 
“The Irishman is more warm, more impulsive in his 
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intercourse with others than the Englishman. He 
is quite as brave, but he is a little too fond of whiskey; 
he is very ignorant, consequently superstitious, fantastic, 
and rough. But he has an excellent heart, he is de- 
voted, and does not want a certain ardor, which the 
neral temperament of the army prevents utilizing. 
oreover he has the intelligence of the combat, and 
gets quite impassioned in it. It is to the Irish soldier 
that are owing certain f: -y charges which nobody ex- 
pected, so little are they in the British character.” 
This sketch would not be complete without the 
Scotchman. Here is what M. Noir says of him: 
“The Scotch soldiers form without contradiction, the 
cream of the British troops. The Highlander is the 
ve of the excellent soldier. Unluckily for Great 
ritain the population of Scotland is ~ot numerous. Sav- 
ing, it is true, to the point of putting sy penny after pen- 
ny, the Scotchman, for all that, is bom, steadfast, 
amiable in his intercourse with others, ethusiastic and 
= ; chivalrous when the question is about shedding 
is blood. The old traditions of clanship subsist; each com- 
pany is grouped round an illustrious name, all and every 
man in it is sure to be the captain’s cousin. The High- 
landers have a strange sort of bravery which partakes at 
once of French fire and of English calm. They resh on 
with impetuosity ; they charge with vigor, but they are 
not hurried away by anger. Inthe very hottest moment 
of an attack asimple order suffices to stop them. Formed 
in square, one would take them for Englishmen ; in 
charging with bayonet you would swear they were 
French. For the rest, they are of Celtic origin, and the 
blood of our fathers flows in their veins; but the blood has 
a little cooled down by the severity of their climate. In 
the eyes of the Turks the Scotch had one enormous fault, 
that of showing their legs. In our eyes they have but 
one defect, a slight one, but still excessively annoying— 
their Cepraved taste for the screaming of the bagpipes. 
We know that the Highlanders would not get under 
fire without being excited by their national airs, p!ayed 
on this discordant instrument. One of their gererals 
having ‘put dowa this piercing music, they attacked the 
enemy on one occasion so languidly that the bagpipes 
had to be restored to them, and they then took the posi- 
tion. In a word, we repeat, the Scotch are magnificent 
soldiers.”

“ A FreNcH Country Family,” published by Harpers 
& Brothers, is a translation by Miss Craik from the 
French of Madame De Witt, née Guizot. The object of 
the present translation is to bring before English .ead- 
ers, especially the young, a picture of French family life, 
and to show that the inhabitants of France understand 
the meaning of “ home” as well as ourselves, although 
they have no word for it in their language.

Mr. PIKE has introduced a bill providing for the re- 
duction of the number of officers, non-commissioned 
officers, and musicians of the marine corps to the num- 
ber authorized by the act of March 2, 1847, and that the 
number of privates shall be reduced to fifteen hundred. 
It is provided that the commissions of officers, now in 
the corps, shall not be vacated by this act, but no ap- 
pointments shall be made until the number of officers 
is reduced to that provided for in the act of 1847. The 
second section provides that no appointments of engi- 
neers shall be made in the Navy until the number is re- 
duced to that provided for in the act of August 30, 1842, 
and the number so authorized shall be based upon the 
number of steamships in commission. The section also 
abolishes the grade of third assistant engineers. The 
fifth section repeals the acts authorizing tle appoint- 
ment of temporary acting officers in the Navy. The 
bill has been referred to the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs.

THE PAY OF ORDNANCE SERGEANTS. 
Te the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

Sir: I wish to say a few words on a subject personal 
to myself, but concerning also one hun and fifty or 
more faithful soldiers, which has been mooted more t 
once in your able paper. It is not that I expect to pro- 
duce any particular effect on those who “ rule the roast,” 
but I think it is our duty to air our grievances, rather 
than to Jet them smoulder in dissatisfied minds, as of 
course it is impossible to find a remedy unless the doctor 
knows the disease. 

Iam an ordnance sergeant: to gain that honorable 
grade, an apprenticeship of eight years, four of them as 
a non-commissioned officer, was strictly required, a rec- 
ommendation from my company commender, and a 
favorsble endorsement from the commanding officer of 
my regiment was also necessary before a warrant was 
granted by the Secretary of War. 

Eight years apprenticeship to any profession ought 
to make a man a proficient in it, or at all events should 
reasonably fit him to earn a decent support for himself 
and family. But here the contrary is the case. After 
giving the best years of his life to the service, the non- 
commissioned officer, in accepting the appointment of 
ordnance sergeant, obtains in some cases more responsi- 
bility as far as value of property under his care goes, 
than always falls to the lot of a field officer, without re- 
ceiving as much pay as is given to the most ignorant 
laborer in the quartermaster or engineer department. 

In the late bill proposed by Mr. Schenck, the pay of 
the non-commissioned staff of the line, and of all ser- 
= saps is justly raised, except the ordnance sergeant. 

Vhy should he have been left out? Is it because he is 
so long a soldier, that they know he is unfitted by the 
years he has given his country, to leave the Army and 
strive to obtain a living in civil life? Or do they think 
that after a soldier has obtained, by excellent character 
and jength of service, the position of ordnance sergeant, 
that from the moment he receives his warrant, he be- 
comes a Government dead-beat, with nothing to do? If 
such are their thoughts, I pity their want of information. 

An ordnance sergeant is always on duty, whether in a 
fort of three hundred guns, or on an island by himself 
with a battery of five. In some cases he is personally 
responsible for thousands of dollars’ worth of property, 
making his returns, over his own signature, direct to 
head-quarters ; in others he has a steady detail of twenty 
or thirty men working daily, under his supervision; and 
if Mr. Schenck’s bill is adopted, will frequently have 
sergeants working under him, who will receive consider- 
ably more pay than he does. 

A sergeant-major or an orderly sergeant can be, and 
to my own knowledge has been made with a year’s 
service ; on the contrary,an ordnance sergeant must serve 
eight. An ordnance sergeant can be, and often is re- 
sponsible for public property, an honor which is granted 
to no other enlisted man in the service, His warrant is 
signed by the Secretary of War, these of all others by 
their various regimental commanders. In addition to 
the foregoing reasons, as claims to higher rank and pay, 
it has, I have no doubt come under your observation, that 
non-commissioned staff officers have been promoted and 
appointed ordnance sergeants, and it has always been 
regarded as promotion. Now where is the common 
sense, in promoting a regimental quartermaster sergeant 
to a position, in which his old grade not only out-ranked 
but out-payed the one he is promoted to. 

We did expect that Mr. Wilson, Mr. Schenck, or some 
other gentleman who has a hand in distributing the 
loaves and fishes, would have given us at least the tail 
of a herring, but alas! that hope vanished, without 
leaving even a fishy odor to cheer our downcast souls 
when we read the proposed bill. And now as I kneel 
down nightly to pray that Cesar may get his property 
and God his, [ am almost afraid it is useless to pray that 
an ordnance sergeant may get anything. 

Please forgive me for taking up so much of your time, 
and in asking for space in your columns, but I think you 
will be assisting a rather forgotten class of our country’s 
servants to a larger share of consideration and justice.

UNIFORM OF JUDGE-ADVOCATES. 
Jo the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

Sir: Why is it that officers detailed as judge-advo- 
cates of courts-martial and military commissions wear 
citizens’ clothing invariably, while in the performance 
of such duties? Is there any authority for it? Every 
officer detailed as judge-advocate of a general court- 
martial or military commission makes a point of ap- 
pearing in citizen’s dress, while every other other officer 
detailed as a member of the courts appears, or is sup- 
‘posed to appear, in full uniform. A laxity of discipline 
in this particular Las crept into the service since the 
war, and many courts now assemble in plain undress 
uniform, which detracts considerably from the dignity 
of appearance that all courts-martial ought, and are ex- 
pected to sustain. 

The full uniform (which of course includes the epau- 
lets) adds dignity and majesty to a court when in ses- 
sion, and should never be dispensed with under any cir- 
cumstances. Many officers, of course, object to be 
obliged to carry their epaulets with them when ordered 
any distance as members of a court-martial, on the 
grounds of their being an unnecessary nuisance. I have 
heard such a remark made, but the same remark is just 
as applicable to fifty other things that have to be done. 
Individual comfort and ease should be made to give 
way, in all cases, to the best interests of the service. 


CONGRESS AND THE ARMY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sm: An article copied into your 
inst. has attracted the attention of 
begs leave to submit a few remarks sug 
Believing implicitly in that vital principle of a free 
government, that the military should always be kept in 
subjection to the civil power, he does not deem it “im- 
pertinent” in Congress to exercise its constitutional 
power “to make rules and regulations for the govern- 
ment of the land and naval forces.” But in oe | 
such regulations, the views and opinions of military an 
naval men of rank and experience in their respective 
professions, should always be accorded proper weight 
and influence. The government of the Army and Navy 
must necessarily be more or less arbitrary and despotic, 
and differ in toto from the civil government of the coun- 
try, whether that be a pure Democracy ora constitutional 
Republic. The relation of a military or naval superior 
to his inferior, is as different from that of the eu ployer 
to the employed in civil life as the day is from night. 
The military superior is always the guardian of the pub- 
lic interests, and often the custodian of its treasure and 
property and preserver of the public peace, while the 
interests of the employer in civil life are mans private, 
selfish and personal. The bonds of discipline must there- 
fore in the military or naval service at all times be suffi- 
ciently strong to prevent all irregularities and disorders, 
and to clothe the superior with authority to enforce 
obedience to the law—in extreme cases “ at the point of 
the sword.” Without this an army would degenerate 
into an armed mob, dangerous alike to the of the 
community, and to the liberties, rights and property of 
the people. 
Except that every citizen, whether in the military 
service or not, is entitled to protection by the law, the 
military superior has no sonal interest in having a 
stringent military code. But if he is to be held respon- 
sible for the acts of his subordinates, he has the right to 
demand sure and safe means of exacting implicit obedi- 
ence to the authority conferred by his commission. To 
confer authority and require responsibility from the 
superior, unless the law gives ot gw means for the 
enforcement of that authority, would be manifestly un- 
reasonable and unjust. The writer in the Springfield 
ican is not responsible for the acts of his milkman 
or cook, and although it may be very annoying to him 
to have his milk watered or his steak underdone, yet 
your correspondent with him “that is no reason 
why the state should allow him to tie” the one “ up by the 
thumbs or put” the other“ in acold house.” “Every- 
body likes arbitrary power,” and the writer admits that 
military men are no exception, but they do not ask or 
use it for any such selfish purpose as ing vengeance 
on milkmen and cooks, but for the good of the service and 
the interests of the community. If adequate means to 
promote these objects be denied, then they should be 
relieved from all responsibility for the misconduct of 
the soldiery. The writer ventures to assert that were 
the office of the Springfield Republican to be assailed 
and demolished, as the rights of the press have been vio- 
lated, by a troop of lawless soldiers, he would be the 
first to demand, not only tying up the offenders by the 
thumbs or cold-guardhousing them, but the dismissal of 
the officer in command, whose autnority over them he 
would now restrict to that which “in entire conformity 
and subordination to the principles of free government ” 
he possesses over his milkman and cook. Soldiers, 
whether Regular or Volunteer, are no better or worse 
than people of any other class or profession, and they 
sometimes do things which are not exactly according to 
the Decalogue or the Sermon on the Mount, and which 
sometimes endanger the safety not only of the communi- 
ty, but of an army and the country. To guard against 
such acts—trivial or serious violations of the law—the 
restraints of the Jaw must at all times be severe, and at 
times arbitrary and despotic. Obedience is a vital prin- 
ciple in the administration of an army, and is its safety, 
and perhaps that of the nation, to be imperilled or sac- 
rificed because the writer in the Springfield Republican 
cannot “ tie up his milkman by the thumbs occasionally, 
or put his cook ina cold guardhouse once in a while?”

HISTORY OF CIVILIAN APPOINTMENTS. 


Te the Bditor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

Sir: You have taken so much interest in my work of 
“ Record of Civilian and other Appointments in the Army,’ 
that I would request the insertion of the following, which 
I consider necessary to correct misunderstandings which 
now exist. Knowing last October that a history of grad- 
uates of West Point, who compose a part of our Army, 
was soon to be published, I felt, as a graduate, that it 
would be unjust to ignore the services of those appointed 
from other sources, who had with graduates equally fine 
records.

EMPLOYMENT FOR RETIRED OFFICERS. 
To the Editor of the Army.and Navy Journal. 

Sir: As under the provisions of the acts of Congress 
by which officers of the Army and Navy are retired from 
active service and placed on the retired list, they are 
still liable, under the orders of the; President, to be 
placed on any professional duties which. they are, capa- 
ble of performing, and it is believed to have been the 
intention and desire of Congress that they should, as far 
as possible, be continued in public employment of some 
kind: therefore, in order to retrench our public expen- 
ditures, and at the same time maintain the national hon- 
or both at home and abroad, it is earnestly suggested 
that many of the foreign as well as domestic civil offices 
now existing, as fast as vacancies occur, should be filled 
by such of the Army and Navy officers on the retired 
list as are, in-all respects, well qualified and capable of 
discharging: efficiently and faithfully these public du- 
ti 


es. 

All the foreign consulships, and naval or other agen- 
cies, should be assigned to retired naval officers; one of 
whom, also, should be placed on duty in charge of the 
marine business in each of our custom-houses, under the 
directions of the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Retired Army officers should, likewise, be assigned to 
the duties of superintendents and agents of our Indian 
affairs, as well, also, as collectors of internal revenue in 
the various districts throughout the country. 

Although this excellent system, which would give 
honorable and useful employment to many worthy old 
officers of both branches of the public service, who it is 
believed would gladly accept it, and which would, be- 
side, lessen largely the present expenditures of the 
Treasury, still it is feared that it will not be. generally 
approved—because it would, of course, reduce the ex- 
tent of the Executive patronage, and the number of civil 
offices so eagerly and constantly sought for through po- 
litical influence. It is sincerely hoped, however, that, 
after due consideration and reflection, it may be adopted 
by our present Congress ; the result of which would be 
greatly to the advantage and benefit both of our people 
and the National Government. H.

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FOREIGN NAVAL AND MILITARY MATTERS. 


AMONG the notjceable things at the French Exhibition 
was a locomobile engine, which is set in motion by the 
application of ammonia. It is the invention of M. Fort, 
anaval engineer; and is said to have especially at- 
tracted the attention of the Emperor. The correspond- 
ent of the London Army and Navy Gazette says of the 
invention : 

It appeared from the experiments made that a com- 
mon 15-horse power steam-engine working four lours 
consumed 247 kilogrammes of fuel, while the ammonia 
engine, working four hours and eighteen minutes, did 
not consume more than 106 kilogrammes. The saving 
was therefore about 60 cent. The new apparatus 
has .aoreover the advantage of being easily appl'cable 
to the o’d boiler. The chemical theory on which M. 
Fort’s system rests is this: “The latent heat of the dis- 
solution of ammonia in water is the algebraical sum of 
the lacent heat of liquefaction of that gas, and of its 
heat of combination with water.” The new engine, 
however, does not employ liquefied ammoniacal gas, but 
a disso’ ution of that gas in water, and commonly known 
as liquid ammonia. This solution only absorbs 126 
units of heat in its vaporization, while that of water 
abserbs 606 of these units. Moreover, common liquid 
amnonia boils at fifty deg. centig., and affords a pressure 
of six atmospheres at 111 deg., while steam requires 
a heat of 160 deg. in order to produce the same pressure. 
Nevertheless an object‘on to this new system had to be 
removed. Ammonia will attack copper and brass with 
gre.t avidity ; and as many parts of the steam-engire 
consist of brass, their cooly deterioration might be 
looked forward to, Fortunately, however, ammonia, the 
enemy of copper, is the friend of iron ; that is, iron in- 
definitely in concact with it will be preserved from rust 
instead of suffering from it, and all the parts of the 
steam-engine now made of brass may herceforth be 
made of iron. The escape of ammonia from the engine 
is not to be dreaded, because the fatty substances with 
which engines are greaced being seponified by con act 
aa that ga3, will only make them more airtight than 
before. 


AN anonymous pamphlet has lately appeared in Eng- 
land, in which the British naval system is ably discussed, 
and suggestions offered with reference to reform. One 
of the points the writer makes is this: 


The points of distinction between a seaman and a 
soldier are slowly but surely fading out. At the pres- 
ent time seamen are being taught to face to the right 
or left by rumbers, while soldiers are being instructed 
in athlet’c exercises. Therrmy is crying out for loose 
drill, a loose dress, and gy unastic establishments, in 
order to make the soldier active and efficient ; and on 
the other hacd the ravy is struggling to diill te sea- 
man to act as a prec‘se and steady soldier when on 
shore. The mea wlo go through a course of instruc- 
tion on board the Hxcellent are the best seamen, in the 
widest and ful'est serse of the word, in the service, and 
these are the very men who drill »o steadily and well 
ou shore; therefore it is evident there is nothing in- 
compat'ble in the two duties. . e can only 
form an idea of the future of the navy by observing in 
what direction it is progressing. and there can be no 
doubt that, in spite of old prejudices, and in the face of 
great difficulties, the “ interior economy” and “ general 
system ” in the naval service is gradually assimilating 
itself to that of the army. Uniformity of discipline 
and of drill, etc., is being studied by o.ficens of the navy, 
and a circular issued from the Admira'ty in August last 
contains the germ of the army “company system,” for it 
throws upon officers in charge of divisions, work and 
responsibili.y somewhat similar to that of captains of 
companies in the army. The idea of a standing navy, 
followed out to its full development, is, in fact, a stand- 
ing army composed of officers and men capable of per- 
forming every duty afloat, being, at the same time, an 
efficient land force. This is a ble consummation 
devoutly to be wished ; and surely no means should be 
neglected in these days to hasten the development of a 
system which would increase the efficiency of the navy 
and add to the military strength of the empire. 


Lorp Stanley having heard that a balloon had been 
employed in the course of the war in Paraguay by the 
allies, wrote out for any information which could be ob- 
tained respecting it. It appears that the balloon has 
been of service, but as it could not be used with long 
ropes held by soldiers it was difficult to turn it to good 
account. General Mitre wrote of it: “My opinion on 
this subject is that the balloon may be often employed 
with advantage in war, and that if the one we have has 
not been of much service, it is owing to our not having 
known how to make proper use of it.” An engineer, 
who had gained experience in the United States, had 
made observations from the balloon. 


THERE were in the British navy, on the 1st of Febru- 
ary, 1868, 330 screw steam vessels of all kinds afloat 
and 32 building, 73 paddle vessels afloat and two build- 
ing, and 29 ffective sailing vessels afloat, chiefly mor- 
tar floats, making a total of 403 steam vessels afloat and 
29 effective sailing vessels, and 34 steam vessels buiid- 
ing. Ofthe vessels afloat, 35 are armor-plated ships, 
gunboats, or batteries, and there are 7 armor-plated ships 
building. 320 ships, small vessels, and tenders were in 
commission on the 1st of December, 1867—viz., 234 
steam and 86 sailing. 150 are sea-going steam vessels 
for general servics—viz., one line-of-battle ship, 19 ar- 
mor-plated ships, 31 frigates and corvettes, and 99'sloops 
and small vessels ; 
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THE CONDITION OF MEXICO. 

EXICO is slowly waking up from her drowse, 
and beginning to get back to her natural condi- 
tion of brigandage and bloodshed. Revolutions are 
rife in every quarter, from Sonora to Yucatan. 
The country has had so long a sureease from strife 
that peace has been rather an annoyance. The 
reaction of quiet after the expulsion of Maxi- 

MILIAN has for some time been at an end. 

In Yucatan there has been a determined revo- 
lution; in Sinaloa there has been another; in 
Guerrero a war between ALVAREZ and JIMINEZ; in 
Tulancingo the insurrectionists have made pro- 
gress; in Huachinango there are disturbances; in 
the City of Mexico itself, an anti-government plot 
was discovered, and an attempt made to parallel the 
crime of Boorn, and to assassinate the President 
in the Theatre Iturbide. Seventy-five or eighty 
officers and soldiers of Garza’s regiment have 
been arrested for a suspected connection with the 
foiled conspiracy. These and other attempts at 
revolt the Mexican mails recount with each fresh 
arrival. 

Were these. outbreaks caused by the presence at 
the helm of State of an incompetent or treasonable 
pilot, there would be some reason to hope that, 
with a change in the presidency, peace might be 
brought to Mexico. But that is not the cause. 
JUAREZ is one of the best and most popular men 
in Mexico. That he is popular is proved by the 
fact that he was lately reélected President; that he 
is honest and patriotic most of his enemies con- 
cede. Our newspapers lately teemed with eulo- 
gies of the vigor, skill, capacity, integrity, and pa- 
triotism of JuaREz. He was likened, by his en- 
thusiastic countrymen, to WasHIneToN, to Lin- 
COLN. He carried with him the prestige of expell- 
ing an usurper from the country, and of freeing 
Mexico, as TELL freed Switzerland, from a foreign 
yoke. He was triumphantly reélected Chief Mag- 
istrate; and yet, before many months of his term 
have passed, a dozen revolutions break out in all 
parts of the republic, and a plot is formed to take 
his life. a may be a more skilful man, but 
certainly h® is not more trustworthy. D1az may 
be both popular and able, but he could not war- 
rant the country against revolutions more than 
JUAREZ. Meanwhile, the latter rightfully holds 
the reins of government, and, unless he is over- 
thrown by force, must continue to be recognized 
by our Government. 

The prospects of Mexico are, therefore, dismal 
enough. The roads are infested with robbers; the 
distant districts are held or contested by independ- 
ent chiefs; at the doors of the capital travellers are 
waylaid and compelled to pay tribute to highway- 
men; outside the City of Mexico, where there is 
neither police nor soldiery, the condition of the 
country is still more desperate. A correspondent 
of the New York Times says: 


Physicians are decoyed from their homes under the pretence of 
being summoned to an invalid’s bedside, and soon find themselves 
waylaid and robbed, thinking themselves fortunate if not maltreated. 
Scarcely a day passes but a rider is lassoed within a stone’s throw 0” 
some gate or other station of the police or military, and either car- 
ried on to be ransomed, or robbed of his horse, clethes, and val- 
uables. 





All this turmoil within the republic is aided by 
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fomentations from without. Cuba is the refuge of 
the Imperial malcontents, and many an expedition 
has been planned or furnished forth there, for dep- 
redation on Mexican soil. The National Congress 
in Mexico fumes over this fact, but does nothing 
about this or about anything else. Santa ANNA, 
MaggQuez, Lacunza, Duran, and many others are 
there in Cuba, and keep a watchful eye upon the 
distracted state of Mexico. 

What is the remedy for all this disorder? The 
correspondent already quoted declares it is in an- 
nexation to the United States, and that “ seven- 
tenths of the population, especially of the working 
people,” would welcome this measure. We are not 
yet prepared to advocate, and hardly prepared to 
discuss, the question. Yet it will be a serious one 
before long. But for our own internal political 
dissensions and the Presidential impeachment, we 
think it would already have required serious 
thought. From the first we have relied upon 
American capital and emigration to renovate and 
“reconstruct” Mexico. That capital and emigra- 
tion have not flowed in, being prevented by the 
fatal prejudice they encounter there. The Zimes’ 
correspondent declares the Mexicans are “ utterly 
incapable of self-government. They know it well, 
feel it; and it makes them hate and distrust all 
whom they know to be to their superiors in this 
respect. There never was and never will be a 
greater failure than the attempt to establish this 
liberal government.” We should be sorry to be- 
lieve so strong a statement to be true; and yet we 
are not prepared to combat it. At all events, the 
present condition of Mexico is one deserving se- 
rious study, and the United States, who drove 
France out of Mexico, is much interested in its 
good conduct and prosperity. 








Tue Blue-noses are making trouble for the infant 
Dominion on our borders. Fifty-two members of 
the Provincial Parliament from Nova Scotia have 
signed a petition asking the British Parliament to 
withdraw and cancel the act creating the Dominion 
of Canada. The petitioners say that the Union 
Act has overthrown their institutions, and initiated 
@ process of dismemberment ; that it deprives them 
of the right of self-government, and subjects them 
to enormous cost and inconvenience, by compelling 
them to transact public business in a city eight 
hundred miles distant; that it transfers to the 
government at Ottawa powers more extensive than 
the Imperial Parliament ever exercised, and vests 
in that government the entire patronage of the 
Post Office, Revenue Department, Lighthouse, 
and Public Works, and confers on the Dominion 
Parliament the right to burden the trade of Nova 
Scotia with the world at large. The petitioners 
characterize the mode in which the act was brought 
about as a surprise upon the people and a fraud 
upon the Imperial Parliament, and they add that 
it has since been condemned at every hustings 
with a unanimity never before witnessed on public 
questions. 

The spirit in which these complaints have been 
received in England is not very promising for a 
good understanding with the home government. 
England cannot afford to undo her recent work in 
uniting her American colonies; not even to oblige 
Nova Scotia. It has always been a troublesome 
colony, and has been retained under the British 
flag only at the cost of much expenditure in blood, 
and treasure, and diplomacy. As the old French 
colony of Acadia, it was thrice conquered by the 
English, and as often restored by treaty. When 
finally united to the British crown, the stubborn 
Acadians refused to take the oath of allegiance to 
Great Britain, or to bear arms against the French 
or their Indian allies; to whom they were even 
suspected of giving aid. Of the eighteen thou- 
sand Acadians, nearly all were violently expa- 
triated and dispersed among the other British 
provinces. They were forced to give up their 
property, and their houses and crops were burnt 
before their eyes. Founded in such traditions of 
harsh treatment on the part of the parent gov- 
ernment, it is not surprising that Nova Scotia 
should be disposed to ask much of England, and 
give little return in the way of loyal devotion to the 
interests of the British Empire. 

The future of the Dominion of Canada is not a 
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hopeful one. It is not by imperial decrees that 
great states are founded, and there is a lack of any 
sufficient adhesive sentiment of nationality to bind 
the several provincesinto one. There is not, either, 
a sufficiently decisive element of devotion to the 
mother country to amalgamate the incongruous 
elements of which the population of the British 
North American provinces is composed. Until 
their happy days of incorporation into the Ameri- 
can Republic shall come, they must be content to 
stand related to us as the moraine is to the gla- 
cier, which deposits along its borders the incongru- 
ous elements which cannot be incorporated into 


its mass.

Amonc the recent English converts to belief in 
the 15-inch gun is the London Mechanics’ Maga- 
zine, & long-established engineering paper of ex- 
cellent standing. In its number for February 21st 
it reviews at length the report of General Dyer, 
Chief of Ordnance, in a very fair spirit, and comes 
to the necessary conclusion that either the General 
is a fool and his report a fiction, or his facts must 
be accepted, and it be acknowledged that the 
American heavy smooth-bores are the “cheapest 
and most effective guns possessed by any nation.” 
After summarizing the facts in the report, our 
English contemporary says: 

In glancing over this report we are firat inclined to ask, what be- 
comes of the observation Admiral Farragut is reported to haye 
made when in England about the 100-lb. charge for the 15-inch 
gun? We were told that the Admiral, on hearing that at Shoebury~ 
ness we were firing 100 Ibs. of powder in the 15-inch gun, said “ Ab! 
you may fire those charges if you like, but we don’t do that in 
America.” 1f they had not done so then, they have since, over and 
over again, so that the 15-inch gun has proved itself equal to 125 
rounds with this heavy charge and a 434-1b. shot, beside a long series 
of lesser charges. With the 100-Ib. charges the main range, with an 
elevation of 32 degrees, was 7,732 yards, nearly four miles and a half, 
the initial velocity being 1,510 feet per second. We have, then, frem 
official reports, two material points conclusively established, name- 
ly, that the 15-inch gun is fired with a succession of 100-lb. powder 
eharges, and that it is capable of sustaining these charges without 
damage or detriment. Another point raised in England, that this 
gun could not be fired with sufficient rapidity, appears to be answered 
very satisfactorily in the report. There we find that a 15-inch gun 
was fired ten times in 35 minutes, with 100-lb. powder charges and 
solid shot, while a navy gun of the same calibre was fired twelve 
times in 16 minutes, with 40 Ibs. and 55 lbs. of powder and solid shot- 


The 20-inch gun, with its 200-lb. charge of pow- 
der and 1100-lb. shot, our English contemporary 
says, “are difficult things for us to realize, but 
here they are, and here are their results, and, what 
is more, General Dyer has no hesitation in assign- 
ing this heavy charge as that which may be regu- 


larly used in this gun.” 

In the preface to the ‘‘ Report to the Government 
of the United States on the Munitions of War ex- 
hibited at the Paris Universal Exhibition, 1867,” 
prepared by Col. CHarLes B. Norton and W. J. 
VALENTINE, these gentlemen say, in speaking of 
the 15-inch gun: 

Much—indeed, nearly all—that has been said about our 15-inch 
smooth-bore gun, was written before the trial against the 8-inch 
Warrior target, with 100-lb. charges, which fairly established the 
superiority of American ordnance. Itis a source of much gratifica- 
tion to the undersigned, to find that these experiments fully corrob- 
orate the conclusions previously arrived at by their own investiga. 
tions, as to the high position taken by our country in all that relates 
to modern gunnery. Asingle shot from this gun not only saves 
many of the "following pages from being consigned to the waste- 
basket, but acts like a spell on the English pressat whose sugges- 
tion the shot was fired. One of the leading journals, after the first 
trial with 60-Ib. charges, said: ‘“ From the spectacle of this cast-iron 
leviathan heaving its clumsy shot against the 8-inch target, at a dis- 
tance of 70 yards, utterly unable to penetrate the inner shield, we 
turn to the contemplation of our 9-inch Woolwich gun, penetrating 
the same target, at a range of 250 yards.” But. after the second 
trial, with 100-Ib. charges, we find the same journal saying: “We 
must frankly admit that we have ourselves, in common with all ex- 
perienced artillerists of this country, somewhat underrated the pow- 
ers of the American ordnance. We did not think that the gun 
would have achieved this success. * * * Inthe next place we 
doubted the gun’s capability of burning so large a charge of powder 
before the shot left the muzzle, which capability is now fairly estab- 
lished ; and, finally, we thought it probable that the cast-iron shot, 
which the Americans employ, would break up. In this, too, we 
were mistaken, and the penetration is a fait accompli.” 








WE have received a printed copy of an official 
letter addressed by the chief of the Steam Bureau 
to the chairman of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs. It is understood that this letter has been 
extensively circulated among the members of Con- 
gress. Its object is to influence legislation on a 
bill now before the House, in relation to the En- 
gineer Corps of the Navy. Of this bill we have 
nothing at present to say. We reserve our com- 
ments until it becomes a subject of debate, and 
we have the text of the bill before us, as we have not 
now. We merely beg to suggest that, if any ad- 








vice is to be given officially to Congress, it would 
come better, and with more force, from the Secre- 
tary, and not from an interested subordinate. 


The Engineer Corps will not feel much obliged to 
Mr. IsHeRwoop for the following statement, which 
we quote from his letter: ‘‘ The firemen now in- 
clude mechanics of various kinds, such as finishers, 
blacksmiths, boiler-makers, etc., by whom the ma- 
chinery is kept in proper order, and who do all the 
repairs, under the direction of the engineers.” 
Our friends of the Engineer Corps will soon learn 
that Mr. IsHerwoop will do them more harm, as 
their advocate, than he possibly could as their 
enemy. They are unwise if they are linking their 
fortunes and their cause to his lost reputation. 
Let them consider in what light he puts them in 
the eyes of Congress and the country when he 
orders twenty-four of them to one ship, while 
ships of the same tonnage carry no more than that 
number of firemen. The Engineer Corps is com- 
posed of sensible men, who must feel keenly the 
unfortunate position in which they are placed by 
Mr. IsHeRwoop’s folly. No class in the Navy is 
so thoroughly aware of the magnitude of the blun- 
ders committed by Mr. IsHeRwoop as the obsery- 
ant portion of the corps of which he is the head. 


Ear y in the present session of Congress, Sena- 
tor Grimes introduced a bill providing for the 
employment of retired naval officers as United 
States Consuls in foreign parts. This plan seemed 
to us a good one, and we advocated its adoption, 
as a measure of economy which would, at the same 
time, secure for us a much better class of minor 
representatives abroad than we now have. It 
seems that there was something in the bill at which 
the staff of the Navy took alarm, and that our ad- 
vocacy of it was interpreted as indicating an undue 
leaning toward the line. We were entirely free 
from such intention, for our idea was that, if such 
& measure was adopted, there would be no dis- 
crimination between line and staff, but that the 
best man should be selected in each case, without 
reference to the kind of duty he was on at the time 
of his retirement. And this, we think, would be 
the only proper way to carry out such a plan. 


We publish elsewhere a letter from a correspond- 
ent, suggesting similar employment for retired 
officers of the Army, who might, with advantage, be 
assigned to duty as superintendents and agents of 
Indian affairs, as well as collectors of Internal Rey- 
enue. There can be no question but that the 
present cost of collecting the revenue could, in this 
way, be greatly diminished, while, at the same 
time, the amount turned into the Treasury from 
many districts would be doubled or trebled. 

This plan of employing retired army officers as 
collectors of the revenue, is one which is worthy 
of mature consideration. It would, it is true, ina 
measure diminish the Executive patronage; but, 
then, the record of the large amounts of money 
which were received and disbursed during the war 
by army officers, without defalcation or breach of 
trust, is a guarantee that the people at large would 
be great gainers by the change proposed. 

The present Congress is very justly bent on re- 
trenchment, but in no way could the receipts of 
the Treasury be so largely increased, and at so 
small a cost, as by an infusion of the integrity of 
army officers among a class of men who are so 
negligent of the interests they represent, as a ma-’ 
jority of the collectors and assistant-collectors of 
revenue. 








In the way of military, or mixed military and 
mechanical metaphors, there is nothing more effec- 
tive than the simile which an enthusiastic Tribune 
correspondent devises to describe General But- 
LER’s voice in delivering some parts of his impeach- 
ment argument. ‘When he began that portion 
bearing on the New Orleans riots, he ground it out 
between his teeth like the screeching of a hundred 
saws, commingled with rumbling of an artillery 
carriage across a rugged pavement.” The latter 
part of the simile many of our readers can under- 
stand; but did any of them ever have the peculiarly 
good fortune to ride with a battery through a city 
street by a saw-mill containing “a hundred saws” 
all ‘‘ screeching” together at 40-horse power? If 
not, they cannot appreciate what, according to the 
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reporter, they lost in losing General BuTLER’s 


speech. To our thinking, there is nothing finer 
than this since Mitton described the opening of 
the gates of hell, “grating harsh thunder.” But 
the question is, will General BuTLER feel flattered 
at such a description of the opening of his mouth in 
the forum of the nation? 


WE are glad to learn that schools for the instruc- 
tion of general-service recruits have been estab- 
lished and are in operation at several of the prin- 
cipal recruiting depots. It is too often the case 
that good non-commissioned officers are to be found 
among men who can barely sign their names; 
while, on the other hand, the best-educated men in 
the company are not always best fitted for the 
warrant positions. The plan which has been 
adopted will, undoubtedly, induce many to apply 
themselves to the study of the tactics and che ru- 
diments of an ordinary English education, who 
would otherwise serve out their enlistment without 
a thought of any mental application, beyond what 
is required to master the school of the soldier. 
Anything which tends to raise the standard of the 
requirements for non-commissioned officers must 
benefit the entire service. The Army is now or- 
ganized as a cadre, which, in case of necessity, is 
to be filled up to nearly double its present numbers, 
and it is, therefore, especially important that all 
officers, commissioned and non-commissioned alike, 
should be thoroughly fitted for the positions they 
hold. We heartily approve of anything which we 
believe to be for the good of either service, and we 
hope the infantry schoois will become permanent 
institutions. 














THE Impeachment trial has so absorbed the time and 
attention of Congress during the week, that of legisla- 
tion there is little to report. 

In the Senate, the Naval Appropriation Bill was the 
subject of a long debate. It came from the committee 
with several important amendments. One striking out 
the proviso vesting the appointment of Navy-yard em- 
ployees in the President, with the consent of the Senate, 
from civil life, and not from the Navy, gave rise to 
much discussion, but it was at length agreed to; also one 
reducing the appropriation for the pay of the Marine 
Corps from $877,000 to $170,000, the latter sum, it was 
explained, being all that was necessary, since it was 
proposed to reduce the corps, and a balance remained 
of this appropriation. The provision for three aids to 
the clerk of the Naval Observatory, at the expense of 
$1,000, was stricken out. Ai amendment to authorize 
the enlistment of 1,250 apprentices and boys, in addition 
to the 8,500 seamen, Jandsmen an. mechanics authorized 
by the bill to be employed in the Navy, was agreed to. 
It was explained that the amendment would add but 
450 to the Navy, there having been 800 boys before 
the war. Other amendments to reduce the. appropria- 
tion for the pay of mechanics and laborers, and for the 
support of the Department of Steam Engineering at the 
Naval Academy from $7,000 to $5,000, and the amount 
for binnacles, etc., to be made in navy-yards, from $6,- 
000 to $3,000, and to strike out the appropriation of 
$45,000 for the libraries for vessels, the appropriation of 
$20,000 for the Naval Laboratory, and of $5,000 for re- 
pairs of Marine Barracks at Washington, and one to in- 
crease the appropriation for the pay of Professors at the 
Naval Academy from $73,000 to $76,000, and that for 
the expenses of visitors from $1,000 to $2,000, have not 
yet been acted on. 

The President was requested to communicate to the 
Senate whether he has established or ordered the estab- 
lishment of any new military department since the ist 
day of August, 1867, and if so, what department or de- 
partments, and under what statute and other authority. 
Mr. ConKLING introduced a joint resolution for the re- 
lief of .certain officers, non-commissioned officers and 
soldiers of the Army, which was referred. 

In the House Mr. VAN Horn introduced two bills: 
amendatory of the present naval regulations; and Mr. 
PrKeE a bill to equalize the grade of the staff corps in 
the Navy. 








THE cost of the British Army in India, for the year 
1867, was $65,000,000, showing a net increase over the 
previous year of over a million and a half, which is to 
be accounted for, in large part, by the increased pay to 
private soldiers.

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REAR-ADMIRAL GOLDSBOROUGH AND NAVAL 
RETIRING LAWS. 


Tue printed arguments in favor of and opposed to 
the retirement of Res.r-Admiral Goldsborough are much 
too voluminous for republication in our journal; but 
we reprint the following argument of Commodore 
Smith, for the information of such of our readers as may 
not be familiar with the case. The Commodore’s argu- 
ment is indorsed by Commodore Thornton Jenkins, who 
has himself written two able pamphlets on the same 

‘ subject, and we are assured that these officers represent, 
in this matter, the feelings of a large majority of the 
officers of the Navy. 

Hon. Frederick A. Pike, Chairman, and the Honorable Members of 
the Naval Committee of the House of Representatives : 

GENTLEMEN: In the matter of Rear-Admiral Golds. 
borough, I beg leave respectfully to submit to the com- 
mittee. on naval affairs some considerations in connec- 
tion with the position taken by his counsel, in his argu- 
ment before the committee, as to the bearing upon Rear- 
Admiral Goldsborough’s case of the Act of Congress of 
June 25, 1864, which provides— 

Foot the first section of the Act of December 21, 1861, entitled 
“ An Act to further promote the efficiency of the Navy,” sha!l not 
be so construed as to retire any officer under the age of sixty-two 

eara, and whose name shall not have been borne upon the Navy 
Rerister for a period of forty-tive years after he had arrived at the 
age of sixteen years. 

I te’.4 the position, that by no legitimate rule of con- 
struc. .a can this Act be considered to have any bearing 
upon, _/ relation to Rear-Admiral Goldsborough’s case ; 
and I will proceed to state the grounds which seem to 
me very clearly to support this position. 

In the first place, when that Act was passed, Rear-Ad- 
miral Goldsborough was entirely beyond the reach of 
that provision of the Act of December 21, 1861, which 
re officers on account of length of service, and he 
cannot, therefore, be considered as one of the officers in- 
tended to be benefitted by the Act of 1864. This is ap- 

t from the facts in his case, as developed in the 
statements laid before the committee on his behalf. 

When the Act of December 21, 1861, was passed, Rear- 
Admiral Goldsborough was, by its terms, retired as a 
captain, his name having been then borne upon the 
Navy Register forty-nine years, six months, and three 
days, and forty-five years, five months, and twenty-one 
ym having elapsed after his first order into service, 
July 1, 1816. 

Notwithstanding this, under the third section of that 
Act, he was ordered to the command of a pynedeen, and 
for services in that command he received, July 11, 1862, 
a vote of thanks by Congress. 

This entitled him to the privilege of restoration to the 
active list under that section of that Act, and he was so 
restored, receiving first a egg rey appointment as 
Rear-Admiral on’the active list, July 28, 1862, and after- 
ward, January 9, 1863, a similar appointment, with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, which fixed him on 
that list in that position. - 

This being the posture of affairs, the question arises, 
What would, under the Act of December 21, 1861, have 
been the limit of his service on the active list? It is 
indispensable to settle this, in order to determine the ef- 
fect of the eighth section of the Act of July 16, 1852, to 
be presently examined. 

In the first place, it is clear that Rear-Admiral Golds- 
borough, having been restored to the active list after 
the expiration of forty-five years’ service, the provision 
of law which required him to be retired on account of 
that period of service could have no bearing upon his 


case. 

That provision out of the way, what would have been 
his position, when restored to the active list, as to liabil- 
ity to retirement, if the Act of December 21, 1861, were 
the only law on the subject? Plainly, he would either 


be entitled to serve for life or to be retired at some | 2! 


future time. It is not, nor can it justly be claimed that 
he was entitled to serve for life or for an indefinite pe- 
riod, unless he should become admiral or vice-admiral. 


Therefore he was subject, as rear-admiral, to be retired | 8FVi 


some time or other. When? Clearly, whenever he 
should come within the terms of any other limitation 
than that of forty-five years’ service. The only other 
limitation then existing was that under the Act of De- 
cember 21, 1861, to wit: sixty-two years of age. Hence 
it follows that, had that Act been the only one in exist 
ence regulating the retirement of officers, he would have 
been retired when he attained the of sixty-two 

, that is to say, on the 18th of February, 1867 
This result, in that state of the case, was inevitable, and 
could not have been escaped. 

It will be observed that the vote of thanks to Rear- 
Admiral Goldsborough was on the 1ith of July, 1862, 
five days before the passage of the Act of July 16, 1862, 
under the eighth section of which the questions arise in 
his case. During those five days that vote gave him no 
new right, except that of being merely restored to the 
active list, under the third section of the Act of Decem- 
ber 21,1861. No additional time of service on the ac- 
tive list was conferred by that vote, as the law .then 
stood 


Here, however, comes in the Act of July 16, 1862, the 
eighth section of which provided “that whenever, upon 
the recommendation of the President of the United 
States, any officer of the Navy, now 1: on the active list, 
not below the grade of commander, has received or shall 
receive, by name, during the present war, a vote of 
thanks by Congress for distinguished service, such offi- 
cer shall not be retired, except for cause, until he has 
bean fifty-five years in the naval service of the United 
States.” 


Upon this section, before p to examine its 
other effects, I suggest that it establishes, beyond ap- 
parent question, the correctness of the tion just 
taken, that a restoration of an officer to the active list, 
under the third section of the Act of December 21, 1861, 
was not a restoration for life, or for an indefinite period, 
but that he was, under that Act, subject to be retired. 
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This is manifest from the words appeared ete | 
retired “until he has been fifty-five years in the na’ 
service.”

BRITISH TRAINING SHIPS. 


THE London correspondent of the Chicago Tribune 
gives the following account of the training ships for 
boys in England ; 

I have to describe the formation of a new fleet. It 
consists of boys’ training ships, and so has led to no 
jealousy on the part of other nations, but is rather re- 
garded as a model for imitation. More than half of the 
vessels have been set up during the last few years, but 
some are of.older service. The first, the school ship of 
the Marine Society, was established about 100 years ago, 
and has in the course of its history fitted and sent out 
nearly 60,000 boys for sea. It is named the Respite, and 
lies moored ‘at Woolwich, with a.complement of 140 
boys. About 300 boys are sent out from this ship during 
the year. It is chiefly supported by the product of lega- 
cies bequested for the purpose. Twelve years ago the 
Liverpool Juvenile Reformatory Association got hold of 
a vessel and moored her in the Mersey, for boys under 
sentence under a magistrate. There are now some 200 
boys there, of variousages. It is beyond doubt that this 
ship has succeeded to a large extent in clearing Liver- 
pool of juvenile crime. Last Whitsuntide there was a 
strike of seamen on some of the river steamers, and a 
number of, these boys were sent to supply their places, 
and received highly complimen testimonials to their 
good conduct and ability. The boys discharged and put 
out on license find ships readily. A third ship, at 
Purfleet, receives boys sentenced to three years’ deten 
tion. There are generally 200 on board, and the ship- 
owners of London gladly take them. There has not 
been one case brought to the notice of the committee, of 
a boy returning home with a bad character. The gov- 
emment oo wow 4 says he finds the boys remarkably 
bright and cheerful. 

A ship of Her Majesty’s navy, called the Conway, is 
set apart for the training of boys intended for officers in 
the merchant navy. Boys intended for the royal navy 
are also admitted, and receive special training for that 
service. The ship is under the direction of the Mercan- 
tile Marine Association, which comprises about 200 cap- 
tains sailing from the port of Liverpool. There is a com- 
plete and efficient nautical and educational staff main- 
tained, by whom the boys are carefully and regularly 
instructed and exercised in all the duties of a first-class 
ship, and receive a general education. A nomination 


*2°| for a naval cadetship is placed at the disposal of the 


Committee of Management each year, and by an order 
of the Board of Trade two years on board the Conway is 
reckoned as one year at sea. Many of the leading ship 
owners of Liverpool give a preference to cadets of this 
institution. Corporal punishment is only administered 
to. boys whose names have been struck off the good-con- 
duct list, or for first offences of a very serious kind. 
There are about 100 boys now on the books. 

At Erith on the Thames lies H. M. ship Worcester, a 
fine, 50-gun frigate, given by the Admiralty to a com- 
mittee of shipowners and others, who were anxious to 
train boys for a seafaring life under an able command- 
er. They are exercised in all the duties of a first-class 
ship, are practised in gunnery, and are taught the usual 
branches of a sound education. There are now about 
130 boys in the ship. 

The Reformatory School ship, called the Clarence, is 
devoted to Roman Catholic boys only. Some 200 are 
ordinarily on board. It is stationed at Liverpool, as is 
also a ship for 100 destitute boys, called the Indefatigable. 
Earl Shaftesbury’s vessel, as it is called in the Thames, 
the Chichester, has been so often described of late 
in,the English papers that it is not necessary to do more 
than catalogue it. Then there are the Havannah, an 
old man-of-war frigate of 32 guns, at Cardiff in Wales, 
where, 830 boys under detention are taught all things 
likely to be of use to them, should they desire to go to 
sea, and an old 50-gun frigate at Hull. 

So useful is ship training for boys, even when there is 

no water to float a vessel, and the masts are stuck in the 
ground, that several model ships, with rigging and sails 
at least, are employed in schools and workhouses. 
The training ships for boys for the royal navy are sev- 
en in number, accommodating less than 3,000. boys. 
There are between 6,000 and 7,000 boys in the navy. 
These boys must have certificates of birth, and for want 
of this some of the lads in ships I have named, and whose 
perentage is in considerable dubiety, have been declared 
neligible.

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THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


Parape Grounp 1m Centaat Parx.—Jt would, doubtless, please 
many of the members of the First division to have a portion of the 
Central Park set apart as a parade ground, but this isin itself no 
good reason why a law to this effect should be passed. There are in 
the National Guard a number of persons who are desirous of doing 
or getting up something new, but who are not, by any means, 60 
particular to attain proficiency in any such paltry matters as the 
school of the soldier and company or battalion drill. We do not by 
this mean to reflect on those who belong to well-drilled organiza- 
tions ani desire to know more of brigade and division drills, but 
rather to suggest that, until a majority of the regiments of division 
can go through a battalion drillin bette style than a number cf 
them now do, it is more important that they should have a suitable 
regimental than division drill ground. Brigadier-General Varian 
demonstrated last year that there is enough ground in Tompkins 
square for the drill of a good-sized brigade, and if any brigade com- 
mander finds that he has not sufficient room in the above square to 
mancuvre his entire command, he can easily drill it by one or two 
regiments at a time, on different occ sions. We would, however, 
be glad to see a good division parade ground assigned to the First 
division, but we should be torry to have it located within the limits 
of the Central Park. 

We are always desirous of advocating any plan which is calcu- 
lated to benefit the interests of the National Guard, but we believe 
the project of having a parade ground in Central Park would, if 
carried out, do much injury. It must be remembered that hundreds 
of persons would witness a drill at the Park, where one did those 
which were held at East New York, and it would be in the power 
of a single regiment or even company by its acts to produce an un- 
favorable impression on the minds of a large number of these spec- 
tators. It mustalso be borne in mind that there are a number of 
hants aud p ts who object to allowing their employees and 
sons to join the ‘National Guard, and who would be glad of an excuse 
to attack it. 

The services of the National Guard in 1861, ’62 and '63 were such 
as to, in a measure, silence the mouths of its opposers, but they 
would be ready to heap all manner of ridicule on it if an occasion 
should offer. For this reason, one fracas at a drill in Central Park 
would do more injury to the entire First division than an omission 
of brigade and division drills for five or ten years. These things are 
facta which must appeal to any one who will take the trouble to 
examine them, and it is because they are so that we do not favor the 
proposed project. Let us have a division parade ground if we can 
get one, but under no circumstances let it be in Central Park. 


Tuirtesnte Reciment.—This regiment has decided to adopt a 
full-dress uniform, in which it will appear next Fall. The final 
vote is to be taken on this subject on Saturday evening, the 4th inst. 
The uniform which will probably be adopted is to be of gray cloth, 
and to consist of a dress coat and pants somewhat similar to the 
uniform worn by the regiment before the war. There is to be but 
one row of buttons on the breast of the coat, and the trimmings are 
to be of black silk. The hat is to be a low shako, with a white 
pompon or plume. The regiment adopted an overcoat last Winter, 
and about two hundred and fifty of them have been procured at 
private 

We understand that drills of this command by wing and battalion 
are shortly to be ordered. There are to be two drills of each wing, 
and two of the battalion; the first will take place about the 7th inst., 
and the last some time next May. Three theoretic and three prac- 
tical drills have been recently held for the instruction of the officers 
and non-commissioned officers. The Thirteenth is slowly but 
surely being recruited, anc all those who now join are required to 
equip themselves at their own expense. On this and other accounts 
about eighty applicants have been regected during the Winter.

Eveventh Reciment.—General Orders No. 4, from headquarters 
of the Fourth brigade, publishes the proceedings of a Genera!

Specification Second.—In this, that on or about the thirtieth day of 

December, 1867, at the City of New York, in the presence and 
hearing of officers and members of eaid Eleventh regiment and 
others, the said Lieutenant Baumann spoke of the said colonel of 
of said regiment, and uttered the following malicious and 
defamatory words in the German language, as follows, to wit: “ Der 
colonel und feld officiere sind lum nicht fahig zum regiment 
zugehéren;” which, being translated into the English language, is 
as follows, to vrit: The colonel and field off -ers of the regiment

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Nationa Guaep Repvction.—We publish elsewhere in this 
issue a copy of General Orders No. 5, from General Headquarters 
Btate of New York, by which it will be seen that a large reduction 
of the clerical force in all the departments has been ordered. This 
movement is doubtless intended as a prelude to the general reduc- 
tion in the National Guard, which will take place as soon as the 
proposition to reduce the number of State troops to 25,000 or 30,000 
men becomes @ law. There are at preserit one or two divisions as 
well as several brigades and regiments in the State which are so in 
little more than name, and the sooner these sickly shoots are lopped 
off the better for the general health of the whole body. 


History or Orricers.—The Adjutant-General’s Department is 
now engaged in making up a complete history of the officers who 
served in the New York regiments during the war. This history 
will be published in the next annual report of the adjutant-general, 
and give the position of each officer at the date of his entry into 
service, and will trace his promotion along up through the severa 
grades, and will show how he left the service, whether by resigna- 
tion, discharge, dismissal, or muster out of his regiment. This his- 
tory is a work of great magnitude, but when completed will be a 
most valuable addition to the history of the State. 


Company D, Seventy-First Reciment.—An election to fill the 
vacancy in this company caused by the pro.notion of Captain Geo. 
D. Walcott, was held at the armory, on Monday evening, the 30th 
ult. The election resulted if the promotion of First Lieutenant 
Wm. H. Benjamin to be captain, and of Second Lieutenant John 
W. Wilson to be first lieutenant. On the same evening, private 
Joseph B. Coe was elected Second Lieutenant of the Company. 
After the election the company partook of a collation upon the in- 
vitation of the newly-elected officers, when many speeches were 
made, several songs sung, and a very pleasant time had generally. 
Captain Benjamin joined Company D on the 12th of October, 1862. 
When the regiment went to Pennsylvania, private Benjamin accom- 
panied it, acting as a corporal, although not receiving a warrant as 
such. InJanuary, 1864, he was chosen from the ranks to be first 
sergeant of the company, and was elected first lieutenant in Novem- 
ber of the same year. First Lieutenant Wilson joined the ieziment 
in October, 1860, and was mustered into the United States service 
with the regiment in 1862 and 1863. He was elected second lieuten- 
ant of the company in November, 1867. Lieutenant Coe joined 
Company D in 1864, and was a pvivat2 in the company at the tine 
of his promotion. 


Seconp Diviston.—It will be seen by our gazettes that Colonel 
John B. Woodward, late of the Thirteenth reziment, has been ap- 
pointed ordnance officer on the staff of the Second Division. We 
are informed, however, on very good authority, that Colonel Wood- 
ward does not intend to accept the position, and, in fact, does not 
purpose accepting any office whatever in the National Guard. 
General Duryea also nominated a prominent military gentleman of 
Brooklyn as his chief of staff. A commission was iceued to this ot- 
ficer as assistant adjutant general, but has been revoked, it appear- 
ing that the use of,his name in this connection was entirely unau- 
thorized. Weare unable to account for this activity in etaft ap- 
pointments in the Second Division, unless it is that General Duryea 
has taken a new lease of official life. If this is not the case, it ia 
rather hard to expect officers to go to the expense of providing 
the.nselves with uniforms unless there is a fair probability of their 
retaining their positions for at leasi a year. The General will have 
been ten years in his present position on the 9th of tho present month. 
Itis not, of course, to be expected that he will be summarily re- 
tired exactly upon the day his ten years expire, but now that the 
law has been put into operation, justice demands that no discrimina- 
tion shall be made, either for political or personal reasons. It is, 
therefore, fair to suppoes that before the expiration of the present 
year General Duryea will be retired, and it is on this account these 
staff appointments are a little surprising. Can anybody tell us what 
induced the withdrawal of General Duryea’s resignation after it had 
been placed in the hands of the Governor? We have been told it 
was recalled in compliance with a request from Albany, but the 
reason for this request is not stated. 


Company H, Twenty-Toirp Reciment.—An election was leld in 
this company last week to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation 
of Captain George Cartright.

Bregcou-Loapers ror THE NATIONAL Guarp.—We publish elae- 
where an order dissolving the board which was convened by Gover- 
nor Fenton for the examination of breech-loading arms. Although 
the order speaks in well-deserved complimentary terms of the 
efficiency of the board, it does not state what action is to be taken 
upon their report. It has already been announced that the board 
reported in favor of the Roberts’ breech-loader, but it is hardly 
probable that the present Legislature will make any appropriation 
for furnishing the National Guard with newarms. As it is now 
pretty certain that the State military establishment will be reduced, 
it would not be wise to ask for an appropriation for such a purpose 
until the proposed reduction has been effected either in whole or in 
part. It would, therefore, appear that there is but little prospect 
of any breech-loading arms being ‘ssued by the State for some time 
to come.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


Jauns, ©. W.—The tax to which you allude was an extra income 
tax of 6 per cent., imposed by the joint resolution of July, 1864. 
Corcvess subsequently passed a law exempting from that speeia, 
tax a'l those officers and soldiers who had not. already paid it. If 
you were in the service at the time the special tax alluded to was 
levied, you need not pay it, but you are not exempt from any other 
income tax. Your understanding of the paragraph you enclose is 
entirely erroneous. 


Fort Baiperr.—The length of the direct step, or pace, in com- 
mon time, is twenty-eight inches; and so, wherever the word pace 
occurs, not modified by some adjective, we take it to mean the ordi- 
nary twenty-eight inch step. In opening the ranks, the sergeants 
should place themselves four paces in rear of the front rank, and not 
merely take four steps backward. The tactics are very explicit on 
this point. ; 

Firrs Argtittery.—The law does not authorize musicians for 
companies. They are rated and paid as privates. A man who has 
been doing duty asa company musician can, therefore, be compelled 
to serve in the ranks as a private soldier. 

Genuine Vergran.—A Sergeant Major of a battalion of engineers 
receives $36 per month, and a battalion Quartermaster Sergeant re- 
ceives $22. 

Votonresr.—There is a company now in operation in New York 
City called “ The Soldier's Business and Messenger Dispatch Co.,” 
of which Major-General Shaler is President, which employs soldiers 
exclusively. The company appears to be in a prosperous condition, 
and employs many messengers, as well as horses and wagons. 

Frayx G.—The Dunderberg and the Onondaga were purchased by 
the French government. The last-named vessel sailed for France 
some time last Fall. It was found necessary to remove some of her 
plating before it was considered safe to undertake the voyage across 
the ocean. 


L. B. W.—A list of the officers of the revenue cutter service was 
published in our issue of Feb. 15, 1868. 

H. R. B.—The proper method of folding cap paper is to carry the 
bottom of the sheet up to the top, making a fold, and then to repeat 
the operation. ‘The first fold means tye one at the top of the page. 

P. B.—The bill you refer to did not pass, and is not, consequently, 
a law. ‘ 

Reaper.— Appointments in the Marine Corps are made by the 
Secretary of the Navy.

When Farragut was at 
Florence he was taken to the most remark- 
able buildi — — others to the old 
Palace of ‘odesta, more commonly 
known as the Bargello, long a prison, but in 
which several rooms are now set apart as a 
museum of antiquities. As Fariagut was 
making the tour of the wonderfully pictur-|gga 
esque court of the building, where some 
jeces of scul pture and other objects are 
Sisplayed. he par va exclaimed “ There’s 
my gun.” And, sure enough, his gun it 
was ; the very piece he had seen more than 
half'a century previously, and which he in- 
tended going to see again at Tunis. It isa 
remarkable piece of ordnance, which may 
have been murderous enough in ite day, 
although now more in its place in a museum 
than in a battery. Inscriptions upon it, cast 
in relief, show it to have been the work of 
the Florentine Cosimo Cenni, executed in 
1688, under the of Ferdinand IL., Grand 
Duke of Etruria. By that prince it was sent 
as a present to Venice, and is said, accord- 
ing to the chronicle of the Bargello, to have 
been taken by the Barbary cruisers in a suc- 
cessful raid executed upon the territory of 
the Republic. There is a certain amount of 
intercourse between Italy and Tunis, in 
which latter country there exists a consider- 
able Italian colony, and a year or two ago it 
occurred to the Pasha that the gun in ques- 
tion, having been cast in Florence, would be 
a suitable rawr to the Monarch who had 
lately transferred his capital thither. Thus 
has it come to pass that St. Paul's cannon 
now lies in the inner court of the Bargello, 
with a ticket attached to it declaring it the 
property of the King, and it is to be feared 
the admiral has not much chance of taking 
it with him on his return to the United 
States.
